SELF GOVERNMENT. 
“FOR FOYPT PLAN 
OF GREAT BRITAN 


will Piessrve: Autanotiiy Under: Pro- 
tection, Says Allenby.” * 


Cairo, Saturday; November-’15.— 
Field Marshal Viscount Allenby, Brit- 
ish high commissioner’ in Egypt, has 
issued the following statement:: 

“The policy. of Great Britain in 
Egypt is to preserve’ the autonomy of 
the country under British protection 
and develop a: system’ of self-govern- 
ment under an Egyptian ruler. -.The 
object of Great Britain is ‘to: defend 
Egypt against all external dangers-or 
the interference.of any foreign power, 


and at the same‘time establish a con-|'- 


stitutional system, in which—ypnder. 
British guidance so far as is‘ neces- 
sary—the ‘sultan .and his ministers 
and the elected representatives of the 
people may in their several spheres 
increasingly co-operate in-the man- 
agement of Egyptian affairs. 

“His Majesty’s government has de- 
cided to send a mission to Egypt to 
work out the details of a constitution 
to carry out this object, and, in con- 
sultation with the sultan, his minis- 
ters and the Egyptian representativ- 
es, to undertake the preliminary work 
requisite before the’ future form of 
government can be settled. 

“It is not the function of the mis- 
sion to impose a constitution on 
Egypt. Its duty is to explore the 
greund and discuss with. the authori- 
ties on the spot the reforms necessary 
and proper, and it is hoped, in com- 
plete agreement with the sultan and 
his ministers, a scheme of govern- 
ment which can subsequently be put 
into force.”

The Dominion. Seed Branch,. -with 
Jaboratories at Ottawa, Winnipeg and 
Calgary, reported over 35,000 seed 
tests for-the year-ending June 30th. 
The growth of seed testing in Cana- 
da is indicated. from the:fact that 
only 5,775 samples. were ‘reported in- 
1909. The gréat bulk of:the work: in 
our seed laboratories: is done between 
September and June when each labor- 
atory may handle up to 200 samples 
per day. Only ten samples are tested 
free of charge for any farmer or seed 
merchant during. the season. Over 
this number, the service is charged 
for at cost. = 

Official seed_testing is the basis of 
government seed control, which in 
older European countries is rated as 
a leading government service to agri- 
culture. Any country without an effi- 
cient system of seed control soon be- 
comes the dumping ground for infer- 
ior seeds from other countries, and 
low-grade home grown seeds may be 
sold to unsuspecting farmers. Our 
system is frequently referred to in 
other. countries as being the most 
practical and efficient. Its impor- 
tance is now being better appreciated 
when it is required that irhported 
‘seeds are not released from bond un- 
til they are approved at the seed 
laboratories, and when cereal grains, 
flax, corn, as well as clover. and grass 
seeds, are marketed on the basis of 
fixed quality seed grain standards.

Ottawa, November 19.—The’G.W.V. 
A’s intention to press: an investi-. 


gation into the charges of “jungle’’,:: « 


methods in connection with the ‘can- 
ned goods shipped to the. soldiers in~ 
France, a.matter brought up: in the 
house last session, has aroused con-- 
siderable comment. It appears: that 
the charges refer only to the Simcoe 
plant of the Dominion*Canners. 


When this matter was brought up~ 
in the house by the leader of the op- 
position, the government’ disclaimed 
any responsibility or connection with 
the matter. . 


Since The Veteran has -begun to 
make an issue of it, the matter is 
looked on more seriously, apparent- 
ly. Members of the government ‘in- 
terrogated today as to whether it was 
their intention to hold any investiga- 
tion into the quality of the canned 
goods supplied by the Simcoe con- 
cern, as demanded by the G.W.V.A., 
replied in a somewhat non-committal 
way at first, saying that it was not 
easy to see how the Dominion govern- 
ment could take any hand in the mat-— 
ter or initiate any investigation un-~ 
less the British government’ request- . 
ed it to do so. 


UP TO IMPERIAL DEPT. 


The British war department had 
made all the’purchases and had con- 
ducted its own inspections, presum-: 
ably rejecting such goods as did not 
come’ up to its standard. 


It was understood that the war 
Office itself had instituted an inves- 
tigation, and that the chief complaint 
alleged was that the cans had not 
been properly filled, no particular 
stress being laid in the British com- 
plaint on the quality of the goods. 
The Dominion government itself had 
no contract with the canners. 

The; members of the government 
questioned, said that it was the in- 
tention of the government to inquire 
into the matter and see just how it 
stands. No papers had been brought 
down because there were none, the 


‘Dominion not having entered into the 


matter at all. 

In the meantime, the Veteran 
threatens to make additional -disclos- 
ures until an official investigation is 
held by someone.

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THE GERMAN AT WORK. 


History shows that after every 
great war comes a period of intense 
activity. Times become abnormally 
prosperous following the cessation of 
hostilities. The material damage ih- 
flicted must be repaired. That means 
plenty of work, and an inordinate de- 
mand for supplies. 

This situation, however, does not 
last. In a few years the work of re- 
construction and reparation is com- 
pleted, and things sink back to nor- 
mal again. 

Yet during this time of abnormal 
prosperity, points out the the Winni- 
peg Telegram,demands are made that 
jeopardize even the measure of tem- 
porary prosperity. Strikes are fre- 
quent; time is lost, work lessened. 
And while among the Allied nations 
workers are seemingly doing every- 
thing in their power to prevent pro- 
gress by agitating for such things as 
a six-hour day and a five-day week, 
German workers, alive to the neces- 
sity of putting their nation indus- 
trially in first place, are entering into 
an agreement to work ten hours a 
day, making their hours longer in- 
stead of shorter. 

What the Hun lost on the battle- 
field, he is out to win in the indus- 
trial world. That means that Ger- 
many will in twelve months’ time he 
one of the most formidable competi- 
tors for the world’s trade. Longer 
hours and bigger production are the 
German workers programme; and it 
is a programme that will succeed 
only too well if the trend towards 
less work and smaller production so 
evident in the Allied industrial circles 
is carried much further. 

And when goods marked “made in 
Germany” are offered for sale, of 
equal quality and at smaller prices, 
is the patriotism of the people to be 
depended on to purchase higher 
priced local goods in their stead, or 
will they buy the cheaper German 
articles? If the public will buy in 
the cheapest market, Allied industries 
will suffer accordingly.

THE RETURNED SOLDIER 


AND PROHIBITION. 


During the recent referendum cam- 
paign in Ontario, the statement was 
freely made in public, as well as in 
private, that the returned . soldiers 
were practically solid for the return 
of the sale of Nght wines and beer. 
And, of course, we have been-hearing 
a good deal of the same kind of claim 
much nearer home. But from things 
that transpired during the course of 
the Ontario campaign there is good 
reason to believe that such state- 
ments are, at least, somewhat exag- 
gerated. The actual strength of the 
‘soldier vote on this question has not, 
of course, been tabulated, but it would 
appear that the soldiers were a good 
deal like the other citizen voters, and 
divided on the proposition in very 
much the same proportion as others 
did. 

What we do know is that towards 
the end of the campaign returned sol- 
diers, in very considerable numbers, 
took a very active part in the activi- 
ties .of the Referendum Committee 
and rendered most efficient and valu- 
able service, even to the extent of 
taking the platform ‘and the pulpit 
and publicly repudiating the slander- 
ous claims of the liquor party that 
such unduly large proportions of them 
were going to demand the return of 
the light wines and beer and, in gen- 
eral, advocating the cause of prohibi- 
tion as earnestly and eloquently as 
any other class of speakers. In 
Toronto nearly every pulpit was man- 
ned one Sunday with returned men, 
while others crowded the pews and 
This was also 
true of many other centres, One press 
report from Orilla, for instance, told 
that “the most largely attended meet- 
ing, political or otherwise, took place 
in the Opera House” one week even- 
ing, “when a soldiers’ referendum 
rally was held.” ‘The report goes on: 
“The building was crowded to the 
doors and many could not gain admit- 
tance. The large stage was packed 
with returned men supporting prohibi- 
tion, and the ten speakers, all sol- 
diers, emphatically refuted the state- 
ment that the soldiers as a class 
would vote for the repeal of the On- 
tario Temperance Act. Capt. the 
Rev. N. H. McGillivray Occupied the 
chair.”

SCARLET FEVER 


Some Wise Words From the 
Medical Health Officer 


Scarlet fever is an infectious and 
contagious disease, dangerous to health. 
and life,-especially attacking children. 

Cities have epidemics of this disease 
often. with a high percentage of deaths. 
Apart from feelings. of. natural. affec- 
tion the people cannot afford to lose 
children especially after the drain on 
yopulation hy: the great war that is 
just over. This disease gan be prevent- 
2d. from becoming - ‘epidemic. in two 
ways, viz. by understanding how the 
disease spreads and by co-operation of 
the people with ‘the various officers 
whose duty it is to . look “after this 
work, 

Take the record of the present’ epi- 
Jemic .of scarlet fever. The first:cases 
were reported’ on October.:5.. Two 
houses were at once quarantined. The 
M.H.O. at once visited the: school and 
found some children in school in the 
contagious state; these were at once 
taken home. More cases were report- 
ed on the 7th, 8th, 9th and 11th. All 
the cases were duly quarantined. Then 
the next case was the 15th. After that 
no fresh cases were reported till Nov. 
5, then no more till Nov. 14, then three 
cases all at once on the 17th. 

Look at the dates which show that 
there must be some concealed cases; 
that is, cases not reported... This is 
due partly to igngrance and partly to. 
fear of having to pay for. medical ad- 
vice. Take a mild case as an example. 
A child complains of-being sick, has‘a 
sore throat, and generally vomits once 
or twice; has a dirty furred tongue, is 
generally put to bed in the hope that 
it is only a cold. The child is hot and 
headachey. Some simple remedy is 
given to operate on the bowels. A rash 
comes on the child—very slight. In 
forty-eight hours the child feels better, 
gets up, eats its food, and perhaps in 
2 couple of days is sent back to school 
feeling perfectly well. Some days later 
the skin peels in fine branny scales. 
This is not noticed and the child is at 
school in close contact with. other 
children. Every scale that comes off 
that child can spread the disease, and 
so an epidemic starts among the child- 
ren like putting a match to a fire ready. 
laid for burning. Take the report-of 
one case brought to me, The children 
are sick and looked after by the mother, 
then the mother is sick and the father 
stays from his work to look after the 
family. Then ‘the father takes sick 
and a doctor Is called in and says it is 
a case of scarlet fever. Evidently the 
children and mother must have had 
the same disease, and no doubt there 
have been visitors to the house during 
the time and also most likely the child- 
ren were playing on the streets. The 
floctor notifies the M.H.O. who quaran- 
tines the case at once, but is it not a 
little too late? 

When I took on this work three years 
ago, I put in the paper that anyone 
having sickness in the house who 
thought it might be infectious and did 
not want to go to the expense of call- 
ing in a doctor that, if they notified me, 
{ would go and give my opinion as to 
the case without any charge to them. 
Of course this did not mean that 1] 
would treat the case as a doctor or 
give advice for treatment, only to say 
whether, in my opinion, it was an in- 
fectious or contagious case. Could 1 
do more? 

On the other hand we have the 


power to summon people and have 


them fined for concealment of in- 
fectious discase, but we are not trying 
to give people trouble. <All we want Is 
to keep the public free of disease and 
so keep down the death rate. In my 
opinion health is far better than 
wealth. ae 

Before I close this short letter, I will 
call the attention of people to keeping 
clean their business places, especially 
kitchens, restaurants, Wutcher’ shops, 
slaughter houses, creamertes, ete., kill- 
ing files and getting rid of dust and 
rubbish.
